REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


It affords your School Board great pleasure in being 
able to say in their annual report that our schools for the 
year have been prosperous and made marked advance- 
ment in the way of true education. ‘This is no more 
than we have a right to expect and should realize. 

The attendance however has been disturbed somewhat 
by epidemic diseases, and in too many cases by truancy. 
Of course we should submit with grace to the former, but 
never to the latter. Absence for a day, or even a single 
half day, occasions a serious loss which can never be 
made up. Each perfect day’s work of the pupil pre- 
pares him for something better on the morrow, but fail 
to improve the present and the future must experience 
loss. Unnecessary absences are sure to breed bad hab- 
its and lamentable failures. The absentees not only suf- 
fer loss, but those with whom they are classed are hin- 
dered, more or less, in their progress. This evil, which 
has wrought great damage to our schools in the past, 
should be removed, and can be, if public opinion is set 
right on the matter. Of the one hundred and fifty days’ 
schooling the past year one-fifth has been lost; and one- 
fifth of this loss might have been prevented and would 


have, if the parents had been right and just to their 
children. 
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Intelligence and virtue lie at the basis of our free 
government. The highest good of the State impera- 
tively demands that all its citizens shall be educated so 
as to perform faithfully the duties of citizenship; there- 
fore, it has adopted a law enforcing all able-bodied chil- 
dren between certain ages to be in school. Our truant 
officer, School Board and teachers have endeavored to 
carry out this law. But in spite of their best efforts fail- 
ures to execute it have been experienced because public 
opinion did not sufficiently sustain it. However we trust 
from the action of the town last November this trouble 
and hindrance will be removed. Should any parents or 
guardians now persist in withholding their children from 
school, when they should be there, or should any pupils 
attempt to play truant, they will be subject to fines, or ' 
sentenced to the Reform School. We hope none will 
fail to read and comprehend the law that has been adopt- 
ed by our citizens, which is as follows: 

Voted, that the town adopt the following by-laws : 
That any habitual truant or child between the ages of 
eight and sixteen years, not attending school, without 
any regular and lawful occupation, may be compelled to 
attend school, and for breach thereof may be fined, not 
exceeding ten dollars for each offense, or may, instead of 
such fine, be sentenced to the Reform School for a term 
not exceeding one year. 

Only let public opinion infuse the law, and then none 
would dare violate it. 

Tardiness is another besetting evil in our schools and 
really uncalled for. This is the outcome of carelessness 
or indifference. It does not depend on station, nor dis- . 
tance, for those living within sight of the school-house 
are as often given to this fault as those coming from afar. 
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It is too bad that so many tardy marks should deface our 
registers, and our schools be disturbed by this unnecessary 
evil. By concerted action on the part of all the patrons 
of our schools this hindrance could be at once removed, 
training all the children and youth to promptness and 
fulfilling duty betimes. 

It is gratifying to report increasing visitations to our 
schools on the part of parents and friends of education. 
We well know our homes and business will not take care 
of themselves. They demand closest attention to be 
truly successful. Precisely so with our schools. Free 
from sectarian and political bias, they demand universal 
sympathy and personal stimulus. If all possible is done 
for them, they cannot become too good. Then, the only 
way to know really what our children are doing and how 
the teachers are working in the schools, is to visit the 
same and see with our own eyes and realize with our own 
hearts what is going on. ‘This gives encouragement to 
teachers and tends to impart mental activity to the 
pupils, aiding greatly in the government. Without this 
personal knowledge it is impossible to know of the ardu- 
ous labors and weighty responsibilities of the teachers. 
Criticisms made after such experience is likely to be just, 
or at least kindly in spirit. As arule, complaints made 
against teachers come from those who have not visited 
the schools and examined both sides of questions at issue, 
and, hence, pursue that course which works against the 
highest good of their own children and the welfare of 
others. ‘The remedy for this is plain; visit schools 
often, encouraging teachers in thoroughness of class-work 
and the best of discipline, and good schools are quite 
certain to follow. Then the money is well expended and 
we are richly rewarded for all our pains. In this manner 
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we can learn whether, or not, the school conveniences 
are what they should be; if not, we will be ready to 
supply them. 

Your School Board are glad they can report that the 
school-houses now in use are in good order and are meet- 
ing present demands. ‘The addition to the house in the 
village is proving very satisfactory. We can hardly see 
now how we endured so long without this needed room 
and means of heating the building. More paint will 
soon be required on the outside of the building, and 
would it not be saving of money and for comfort to fur- 
nish the North side of the house with outside windows? 

Your School Board are happy in feeling that the 
corps of teachers in charge of the schools the past year 
has been of a high order. We have found them well , 
qualified to teach, and devoted to their calling. They 
have been students themselves, preparing beforehand for 
class-work, so as to instruct without being confined to 
text-books. The time was when the teacher might be a 
mere repeater, or machine. The Turk and Hindoo ask 
for nothing better now, but we require in our schools 
competent and original instructors. The sculptor can 
see his beau ideal in imagination while it is sleeping in 
the rough marble; he understands how and when to give 
each stroke of the chisel, so as to develop beauty and 
harmony in the statue. So teachers by study and fore- 
thought should possess that knowledge of mind and heart 
which will enable them as. they enter the school-room to 
do the most perfect work in developing and moulding 
character. They should kindle thought, inspire joy and 
grow a love of knowledge and order. Such teachers 
should be sought and sustained. If they cost more, they 
are the cheapest. Gold, we know, has often been chosen 
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. to wisdom. No work is higher than that of the Amer- 
ican teacher. The ancient Persians in their education 
aimed at a fondness for the simple virtues; the Atheni- 
ans, at a love of the fine arts; the Spartans, at physical 
endurance; but the American teacher aims at the devel- 
opment of the whole being, storing mind with useful and 
practical knowledge. Ruttish teachers sticking to their 
text-books like snails to their shells, being expert in ask- 
ing ‘‘ leading questions” and practicing the ‘‘ drawing- 
out-system,” should be forever banished from the school. 

The personal characters of our teachers have been 
worthy of imitation. In their address they have been 
pleasing, and in their manners, natural. In their govern- 
ment they have relied more upon moral than physical 
force. With their pupils they have been social and yet 
dignified. Asa result of all this, they have had good 
order for the most part, and have driven from the school- 
room that greatest of adversaries, whispering. Their 
teaching will bless, and bless when the statues of Phidias 

and the pictures of Raphael shall have wasted to dust. 

| We are convinced more and more of the great advan- 
tages and practicability of the graded system in our 
schools, so far as it can be introduced. In the village 
schools this is well under way, so that each grade has its 
specific work marked out for each term, thereby enabling 
parents to know just the standing of their children and 
what they will accomplish, and where they will be in the 
course of terms, if they are faithful in their studies 
and regular in their attendance. By this classification 
students can do as efficient work in our schools as is be- 
ing done in other towns where it has been adopted. We 
believe, for instance, that scholars can go from our 
grammar school to other grammar schools, and take as 
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high standing as may be found in any of the same grade. 
There is no reason why our schools should not rank 
among the first, for it is believed that our scholars are 
naturally as talented and promising as those of any other 
town. Certainly those who have witnessed the class 
work in our schools the past year, and especially the last 
term, must be convinced that this is true, and can but 
rejoice that our children are having good educational ad- 
vantages and feel to do all possible to render them still 
better. If our town continues to grow as it has, the 
time is not far off when there will be a necessity for a 
high school; even there is a considerable demand for one 
now ;_ we have not a few scholars who are pursuing high 
school studies at the present time. If we would have a 
jirst-class town we must have first-class schools. Our 
real treasures lie in the minds of the rising generation. 
Let them be properly developed and what riches will 
come to Marlborough! Our natural scenery is beautiful 
and sublime, but cultured minds and hearts will add to 
it infinitely greater beauty and sublimity. 

The responsibility resting upon us, as parents and 
guardians of the young, is indeed great. What we do 
for them must be quickly done, for every rolling sun is 
hastening their maturity. The time they spend in the 
school-room will fix their destiny for success or failure. 
This being true, we have no right to remain indifferent to a 
cause of such vast moment. If we would show ourselves 
Christians, we must foster and cherish our schools. If 
they are not all we would wish them to be, we must not 
find fault with them and then remain inactive, but we 
must set ourselves to work to remove the obstacles. We 
should: give them more weeks in length of schooling than 
we have, thirty-five at least. Let us sustain and bless 
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our schools, as best we can, and we will supplant present 
deficiencies with perfectibilities, rendering them as tem- 
ples for the highest moral, mental and physical training. 
As the sun tries to bless all, as the chorus of the stars 
tries to send music upon all, so all that is good in us 
should not sit down in peace while there remains a sin- 
gle effort to be made for the prosperity of our schools.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


I hereby submit a report of the Fire Department. 
For the past year there has been at all times a full num- 
ber of officers and men ever ready to respond to call of 
duty. 

The engine and apparatus have been kept in good 
order. There have been four alarms of fire during the 
year, three of which caused more or less damage. 

The first alarm, May 31, brick mill picker-house ; 
done considerable damage. 

Second fire, Oct. 138, Marlborough Hotel. This fire 
was quite serious, being first discovered about two 
o'clock, a. m. The firemen responded as promptly as 
could be expected at that time of night. Very soon 
after getting to work the fire had gained such headway, 
we feared it would be impossible to subdue it until the 
buildings might be totally destroyed and at once sum- 
moned help from Keene, which arrived in due time to 
save from destruction a portion of the property. 

The third fire occurred Dec. 26, card room at Stone 
mill. The fire was soon under control, but still it had 
done considerable damage. 

The fourth alarm, Jan. 31, a slight fire; very little 
damage. 
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For a number of years past we have recommended 
more water supply for Main street, and regret to be 
obliged to again call your attention to this important 
matter; had we ever so much apparatus for subduing 
fire, it would be of but little use without a convenient 
and ready supply of water.

To the inhabitants of the town of Marlborough 
qualified to vote in town affairs: | 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 

1.—To choose a Moderator to preside in said meet- 
ing. 

2—To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, and 
Clerk. 
3.—To choose a Collector of Taxes, and all other 
necessary town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4.—To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of schools; for paying the town 
debts and defraying the interest thereon, and for other 
necessary charges arising in said town; for laying out 
and repairing highways and sidewalks, and building and 
repairing bridges ; for the maintenance of the poor. 

5.—To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and 
Board of Selectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports 
of the Auditors, Agents, Committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass any vote re- 
lating thereto. 

6.—To see if the town will fund its debt, or any part 
thereof, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

7.—To take the sense of the qualified voters whether 
the alterations and amendments of the Constitution, pro- 
posed by the Constitutional Convention, shall be ap- 
proved. 
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8.—To see if the town will vote to build a sidewalk 
from near D. R. and F. A. Cole’s mills to the house of 
Isaac Davis and appropriate money for the same, or act 
in any manner in relation to the same. 
9.—To see if the town will vote to construct a sewer 
from Mrs. Joel Knight’s house to the slope of the hill 
near Charles Pelkey’s house, and appropriate money for 
the same, or act in any manner in relation thereto.
